And ſuche as haue this woꝛldelp welthe, reio ce, as though 
thei reio pced not. Let them, that bye, ſo bye as thoughe thei poſſeſſed not 
the thing bought, beyng ſuche as ſhall choztly be taken awape, and whe- 
ther thou wylt oꝛ not, goe to an other. And ſuchas are eyther by chaunce, 
02 byneceſſitite entangled wyth woꝛldely buſpneſſe, let them vſe theſame, 
as though they vſed them not.Yfheauenly matters cannot onely bee re- 
garded,yet let them be regarded chiefly and fyꝛſt of al, and then next theſe 
-wouldly affaires. Aothing hath this woꝛld, but euen ſhadowes of good 
thynges and badde, wherein nothyng is there, that is eyther ſounde 
O2 ſtable , whereunto to bee to muche geuen , is not the purpoſe of 
ſuche as laboure to lyfe immoꝛtall.

I allow this thy ſaping, meate maketh vs not acceptable to 
God. Foz lince God koꝛ mannes vſe made all thinges, and of vs requirethno- 
thig but godly like, what matier is it to hym, whether we eate fiche, oz beaſtes, 
- 02 wyldekoule? None ot all theſe eytherencreaſeth oz abatech godlines. In 
theſ a difference o bſerued, may make a manne ſuperſticpouſe, but godly it ma⸗ 
keth none, ſince Chzilt himſelfe taughte men to obſerue among them no ſuche 
difference. à light poynt is it therfoꝛe and a rache, i a miſerable man will goe 
about to charge vs with ſuche conſtitucions. But let rather euery man accoꝛ⸗ 
dyng to the ſtate of hys body, eate what hym lyſte, ſo that it be doone ſparelye 
and ſoberlpe, foz all thynges geupng thankes to God, neyther condemnynge 
an other manne. becauſe he eateth not ofthe ſame, noz in thyne heartep2oude, 
becauſe fo2 pꝛeſeruyng thy bodylye healthe thou fozbeareſt theſe meates oz 
theſe. Jnſome other thynges there is not paraduenture ſoe greate a ieopar⸗ 
die, but herein where p2eſete ieopardie is,regarde muſte be had, of ſoine (ache, 
as are weaker. Whether thou eate ſuche meates, as are offered vp to Jdoles, 
nothing hall thou be the better, oz yfthou eate them not, halte thou beanye 
popnte the woꝛſe But ok this yet in the meane ſealon muſt euery man be 
ware, leſte by vſing ſuche libertie to eate all meates, ve geue the weake an oc⸗ 
caſion of ruine and ſtoumblyng. And muſte it not nedes bee ſo, if one that 
is as yet ſomewhat ſuperſticiouſe, ſee the, whiche arte coumpted in learning 
and iudgemente to paſſe other, to eate like meates, as they dooe, which haue 
ſacriticed to an idole, albeit with an other conſciente, than they dooe, vet in ap⸗ 
parence with lyke⸗ Shall not this mannes conſcience (J ſaye) beeyng ſome⸗ 
thing ready to fall to his olde ſuperſticion,by thyne exaumple de mayntayned 
and pꝛouoked to idolatrie, and moued with an eupll conſcience to eate ſuche 
meates as thy ſelfe vſeſt with a good and a ſtrong faithe io yned with an vp⸗ 
right tonſtience⸗ What matter maketh it, though it ſo be, thou wilt ſaye : Cer⸗ 
taynely herein thys ieoperdie is there, leſte by the occaſpon okthy ſtrength, thy 
weake bꝛother peryche, whiche although he bee neuer ſo weake , yet is hethy 
bother, that is to ſap, a chꝛiſtian man, whom Chꝛiſte hymſelfe ſo farkurth del⸗ 
piſed not, that fo2 hie deliueraunte he vouchſalued to dye. Chꝛiſt foꝛ the weake 
vſed his lyke, as a thyng litle wooꝛth:a regardeſt thou thy bzothers weale ſo

litle, that foꝛ a litle ſoꝛpe meates ſake, thou wiltedeſpyſe hys peryll and ieoper 


die namely when thou lackeſt not, wherwith without danger of thy bzother 
thou maiſt pꝛouide foꝛ thy bealies nede.Blf that pechould not thinke it a mal 
boffente to treſpate againſt a man, vohẽ as often as ałter this ſoꝛte pe offend the 
weake perſons, by ſuch a ſuſpicioug example woundyng theyꝛ weake conſci⸗ 
ences: pe muſt vnderſtand allo that yeofFend a diſpleaſe Ciniſt. Be they neue r 
lo muche pounglynges, be they neuer ſo weake, vet doeth Chuſt acknowledge 
thein foꝛ his members, and as in them he thinketh himſelfe offended , ſo what 
ſoeuer is done foꝛ them, he taketh as done vnto hymſelfe. Roꝛ is it cauſeleſſe, 
that he ſo often tymes bade vs beware of offendyng ofthe weake. No manne

And pet at that tyme all theſe 
thinges dideſt thou hope foꝛ vpon truſt conceiued of ß wozkes ok nature: 
and dareſt thou not vpon truſt of Gods almyghtye power ſurely looke 
foꝛ the lyke to be done by God: à kernell it was that thou ſo wedſte, and 
not a tree, and yet geueth God to that kernell once quiekned, a body, uche 
as his pleaſure is, which geueth euery kynde of ſede a ſpetiall property, 
that wheras all growe agapne, vet haue they not in all po pntes theſame 
foume they had befoꝛe.

There is buryeda bodye, whiche euen when it lyued was weake, but it 
hall ryſe agayne full of power and myght. There is burpeda bodye, 
which albeit were alpue, yet were it groſſe and heaupe, and by the reaſon 
of that bourdayndule to the ſoule, gouernour ot the lame, but there chall

Foz we know that he which 
rayſed vp the Loꝛde Jeſus, ſhall rayſe vp vs alſo by the meanes of Jeſus, and ſhall ſet vs 
with you . Foz all thynges do J foꝛ your ſakes that the pleutcous grace by thanckes 
geuen of many, mape redounde tothe pꝛapſe ot God. Wherkoꝛe, we are not weryed But 
though our vtward man peryſhe,yet the inwarde man is renewed dape by dape. Foz our 
tribulacyon which is momentaap & lyght, pꝛepareth an exceadyng and an eterual waight 
of gloꝛye vnto vs, whyle we loke not ou the thynges whiche are ſene, but on the thynges 
whiche are not ſene . Foꝛ the thynges whithe are ſene, are tempoꝛall: but thynges whiche 


are not ſene, are eternall. 


And pet fo all this we repente vs not of pꝛeachyng the goſpel:foz ſince 
we haue allo euen theſamegifte of faythe, that ye haue, whereby ye loke fo; 
life immoꝛtall, by my pꝛeachyng po wꝛed into out heattes, it foloweth, that 
as Dautd in his miſttcall pſalme ſayeth, that he therfoze ſpoke, becauſe he 
beleued: ſo keare we nothyng,no not with teopardye of oute lyfe, to pzeache 
thetruech ofthegoſpell, vndoubtedly aſſutyng our ſelues, that he, whiche 


Tayſed the loꝛde Jeſus from death, wyll thꝛoughe hym rayſe vs agayne dy⸗ 


ing fo: his ſake, and bzyng vs all together to the generall glozte of reſur⸗ 
reccion, as we are here in lyke fayth knytte together. But whether in the 
meane ſeaſon we be traubled, oꝛ deliuered from trouble, all is done foꝛ pour 
ſakes, that the trueth of the goſpel maye be moze ſpzead abzode among you, 
that the moze amende theyꝛ lyle, ſo manye moꝛe geue thankes , not co vs, 
but to — whole glozie it appertayneth, that his fatthe, which he would 
haue cõmen to all men, be moſte plentifully enlarged. In hope and ſure eõ⸗ 
ftdence that it will ſo be, no troubles werye vs, but thꝛough them we rather 
wareſtronger,knowing wel. that albeit oure vtwarde body be by litle and 
litle wozne awaye, pet out in warde and better parte in the dayely and con⸗ 
tinualldecaye ofthe body, betometh moꝛe quicke and luſtte, as it were with 
miſeries growyng pong agayne, and beginuyng to taſte of dekoze, the lyfe

The body is the dwellyng houſe of the 
Le ſoule, and the ſoulets the Inne of God. Than ipte as it is neceſſarie foz 
the loule to be pure, becauſe of the geaſte God:ſo is it detente foꝛ the bo⸗ 
dye to be pure becauſe of the enhabitour, the ſoule. Therfoze let euery one 
zno we howe to geue this honoure to his ſely carcas, as a fraple veſſel,

he touched ſomewhat inthe farther Epiſtle,he warneth them that they be 
not ſtyzred with the ſayinges of ſome , that affirme ag though it were at 
hande:and as ſome thinke ſignifieth cloſely that the Empire of Nome 
mult be firſt diſpatched and Antichziſte to come after that. Moꝛeouer he 
beateth into theyz heades very earneſtly, to reſtrapne ſuche as with 
their id!enes a nice curioſitie haue been diſturbours of the com⸗ 
mune quietnes and oꝛdze:and toenfozce them vnto la⸗ 
bour, in aſmuche as Paul himſelfe laboured among 
them with his owne handes.

In conſyderacion wherof,at ſuch tyme as J went 
againe into Macedonia about the neceſſarie affaires of the goſpel, bycauſe the 
Epheſiãs ſhoulde not be vtterly deſtitute ol me, I leks the there euẽ as my lelfe, 
to haue the autozitie as a notable Vicegerent in ſo excellent and ſo paynefull an 
okkice.Thou ſeeſt the generall ſozte of men wonderfullye enclyned bothe to lu⸗ 
perſticion and vuto curious artes:notwithſtandyng the glozye of the goſpel is 
lo muche the moze highly adugunced. Ind again, there be aduetlaties ſo many 
and ſo ctuell, that we had nede to ſet both fete faſt to the grounde(as they ſaye) 
that we ſtande ſtronglye againſt them. Wherkoꝛe, the thing that whan J went 
thence J requited the to doe, the ſame beyng now abſent F eftſones beleche and 
pzaye the to doe: that is, that thou warne ſome coztupte apoltles there, 
whoſe names J paſſe ouer aduyſedly at this tyme(leſt. beyng therby pꝛouoked 
they ware moꝛe ſhameles)that they defyle not ne ſubuert the pure docttine ol 
the goſpel that we taught to the Epheſians, with their new doctrine . Ind on 
the other parte, warne the faithfull flocke befoze hande,that they geue not light 
earenoz intendaunce to luche fgileapoſtles to theit owne perpll, fox they teache

mylie her Ithynke all together not onely Vawozthye the byſſhoppes fauour, 
but alſo I iudge her rather to be accompted among thole, that denyed þ faythe 
of the goſpell;and be woꝛle than $ Ethnikes,by lo muche,as it is moze hapnous 
to fozlake the pzofeſſion that a man hathe taken vpõ him, than not to haue pꝛo⸗ 
keſſed it. Hathe not ſhe denyed the fapthe,that abuſeth the pꝛetenſe of the faithe, 
to doe the thinges that are repugnaunt to the doctrine of the goſpell⸗ Truelpe 
in her dedes ſhe openlye denyeth it. And in this behalte ſhe is doubtles to be ac⸗ 
compted among $ heathen women that they, where as they be ſtraungiers from 
Chꝛiſt doe by the onely gouernaũte ot᷑ nature beate þ charge of their famille: 
And this maner of wyde we, that was bounden accozdynge ts the chatitie of the 
goſpel to be good to cuery bodie to the vttermoſt of her power, withdꝛaweth her 
bounden duette euen from them of her owne houſeholde, and is not alluted by 
the godlynes of the | ge doe p thing, that the pꝛophane # vngodly women 
doe thzoughe the affection of nature.

This ts a thinge that btterly belemeth the gentylnes of the Chꝛiſtian rex 
Iygion,to cheatyſhe and loupnglye to ſuſteyne thole women that are comfoztz 
lelly lefte deſtitute:howbeit I would not that ſhould be done raſhely and with⸗ 
out aduyſement,leſt there enſue a double incommoditie, aſwell in that the cons 
gregacion is burthened aboue their habilitie, and the entreteynement beſtowed 
vpon them þ are not wozthye.To be bzyefe. in cholyng ot wpdowes, two thin⸗ 
ges are chiefely to be reſpected, the age, and the fozmer ſpent lyke, leſt whan they 
be ones entretepned into the kyndynge of the congregacion, they returne afters 
warde againe bnto martage with a great deale of . And as fo: the age it 
is an ealpe mattier to decerne it. Let none therefoze be choſen to be a wydowe 
vnder thꝛee (coze yeares olde: Fozalmuche as that age ought not in the clergye 
to be ſulpecte of incontinencie, and ſheweth good hope; that they wyll not luſte 
to be matied againe.Qeuertheles that age is not all together thꝛoughlye to be 
truſted, onles it be appꝛoued by fozmer conuerſacion of iyfe befoze« So that it 
is to be marked, whether (he haue bene content with one huſbande; ( Foz ſome 
even in thetr olde age are not all together voyde of incontinencie). Ind whether 
he haue with her good dedes gotten her ſelke an honeſt eſtimacion with all fol⸗ 
kes:whether ſhe haue behaued her ſelfe vprightiye and godlye in bzyngynge 
bp her chtld2en: whether lhe haue to het ſmal power ben herbetous to the lainc⸗ 
tes, lodged them and waſhen their fete . (Fox theſe maner of offices,euen ſuche 
as be but of ſmal habilitie, are hable to doe.) And whether ſhe haue releued with 
her ſubſtaunce thoſe that were afflicted and pꝛeſſed with extreme pouertye.To 
be bꝛiefe, whether ſhe haue left no good dede vndone foꝛ lacke of her dilygente.

Fo2 they. are not to be 
had koz excelle but foz necefſitte. A ſmall thing ealeth necellitte-, but the gredy⸗ 
nes of riotous extelle is inſaciable. It is a great winnpng, with tote ofmoticy 
to auginent $ treaſure of. godlynes. Ind it is a great loſſe, fo; a-itebſozylucre 
to loſe the riches of immoꝛt alitie. The care fozriches and care foz godlyneg ac⸗ 
coꝛde not together in onen foꝛ whole are once thzoughlyeoccupyed with 
deſy ze ta be tyche, are euticed to many fylthve matters, and tall in toſnare:gnd 
many couetous deſpzes;not onely folyſhe but alſo noyſome. Fos chis couetaus 
luſtyng commeth not without companye ; but bꝛingeth a great xowte of myl⸗ 
chiekes with her, pꝛyde, dyfdaine,ambicion, violence, dylceate. tniyrie,rtot, vo⸗ 
tuptuouſnes and luche maner ok other peſtilences, whiche by lytell & lytell but 
chen a man and dzowne himpdowne in todeftruccion and martynge, ſo as now:

And yk there be among our ſozte any, 
that haue chaunced vpon thoſe riche lubſtaunces, koꝛ the whiche this pꝛelente 
woꝛlde reconeth men tyche and koꝛtunate, and reuerenceth and donouteth them 
as halte goddes:commaunde them, that they be not (as the commune ſozte is) 
byghe mynded in truſtyng vpon thetr ryches, noz that they repole their chiefe 
helping felicttie in thinges, that are fyꝛſte vapne, than lo incertain that pt ca⸗ 
ſualtie take them not awape, vet at left death delpatcheth vs krom them.

Foz the pzophetes , whiche 
ſpake of thinges befoze hande, did not ſpeake after their owne byaine no; after 
the deuyſe of their owne mynde,but where they were holy men and pure from 
al humatne luſtes.Þ holy goſt inſpired their hartes, a vſing them as his inſtru⸗ 
metes, he ltgnifted his mynde vuto vs by the accoꝛdingly. The thing Þ men let 
koꝛth by mannes deuyſe, may be perceaued by mannes wytte. But p thing 5 is 
ſet fo:the by the inſpitation ok the holy goſt, tequireth an intetpꝛetoure inſpired 
with the lyke ſpirite. They that applye the thing, whiche is ſpoken of Chziſte, 
vnto any wozldlye king:they that dzawe the thing that is ſpoken of the lyle of 
heauen, vnto the fclicittc of this wozlde: they that interpꝛete the thing that is 
ſpoken of the treaſures of the mpnde, of the commodities of this wozlde : doe 
very farre ſwerue from the miſticall meanyng of the pzophecy. Nether are they 
eaſaly perſwaded that Chʒiſt is come, in that by falſe interpzetacton of the pꝛo⸗ 
phecie,they imagine to them ſelues à certatne tarthlye Meſſias, ſuche a one as 
be ſhewednot him ſelke to be. And fot that cauſe they acknowledge him not, 
not that he varieth from the ſpitituall mage of the pzophecye, but that he dif- 
fereth from the pmagtned pdole of kaſlye feyned interpzetacton,

C There were falkle pꝛopbetes allo amouge the people,euen as there ſhalbe talſe teachers

they once pꝛokeſſed, and (hall be moze wicked than the very heathens, whiche 
neuet pꝛoteſſed Chutſt. By the whiche their dooinges they ſhall pꝛouoke the 
vengeaunce of God vpon them lelues, and it lhail not onely nothinge auaple 
them, that they once pzofeſled Chzilt, but they ſhall alſo pull vpon them lelues 
ſpedy deſtruccion, God taking vengeaunce Vpon them, Howbeit it were but a 
mall matter,yfnone were lolt, but onely they, which are already loſte, but they 
ſhall alſo dꝛawe many with them into deſtruccton . Fox falle doctrine teachers 
ſhall fpnde diſciples of their owne,and bearinge them lelues boldely vpon the, 
they ſhall not be afrayed to raple vpon the golpelles trueth whiche you haue 
teceaued of vs:nether ſhall they purely handle the wozde of the golpel, becauſe 
they lee it maketh nothinge auapleably to their gredynes, but beyng bent vnto 
theit owne pꝛiuate lucre they ſhall begyle yout ſimple plapneſſe with fepned 
communicacion, not going about to wynne pou vnto Chziſte, but to plucke to 
them lelues the greateſt gayne they can from you. Foz they lee that the golpels 
doctrine is ſmally pleaſaunt vnto them, whiche are cralled with the delyces 
of this wozlde, they ſee it is no nyce delycate matter, to doe as wee doe, defeve 
the ſyncetitie of the golpelles Doctrine conſtauntly againſt the wicked,thzough 
all dcathes.,(Therfoze ſhall they delyle the true doctrine of Chꝛiſt: and in ſtede 
of it, they (Hall teache thoſe thinges, that are pleaſaunt to the groſſe heaters ra- 
ther than holſome: and thole thinges that purchaſe theim ſubſtaunce and re⸗ 
noume in the woꝛlde and not with God. Foz they ſhall couet rather fo; glo⸗ 
rye and pleaſure that ſhal laſt but a while to purchaſe euetlaſtinge deſttuccion 
bothe to them ſelues and to others, than thzoughe ſhozte tozmentes ofthe body 
to thzuſt out vnto felicitie that neuer ſhal die. Beware you folow not thole gui⸗ 
des, excepte that you wyll goe ſtreight wape into deſtruccion. Nether let it de⸗ 
teaue vou, in that they ate alofte in hyghe eſtate in this woꝛlde, in that they are 
tiche, in that they lyue at their owne eale . They ſhall not long haue the fruicton 
ok this continuaunce of kalle felicttie » Foz lyke as the godly ſhal in a while at⸗ 
teyne their rewardes, which God hath alteadye decreed long agoe euen lo thele 
mennes peyne maketh ſpedy haſt vnto thein,necher doeth thetr deſttuccton llepe 
that ſhall ſodainlye oppꝛeſſe thoſe that be careles and lyue in a ſecuritie. They | 
mave dcceaue mennes tudgementes, but they can not beguyle God.Howloeyer 
men,ouer whome they haue autozitie,doe foꝛgeue them, God, which is afrayed 
of no mans inyght wyll not fozgeue them. 


CFo2 pt᷑ Bod ſpared not the aungels that ſynned, but caſt them downe into hell, and de⸗ 
lyu res them into chapnes of darcknes, to be puniſhed, to be kept vnto tudgement : nether 
ſpared the olde wozlde, butſaued Noe the eight pꝛeacher of rightewplnes, andb2ought 
inryefoude vpon the wo2lde of the vngod ly, and turned the cities of zodom and Bomoz 
luto aſches: ouerthꝛew them, damned them, and made on them ancnſamplevntotyoſe 
that after ſhoulde lyuc vugodlye'. And tuft Lot vered with the vnclenly conuerſacion 
ofthe wicked, del puered he. Fo he bepnge righteous, and dwelling among them in ſeyng 
an heating, vereo yis righteous ſoule from daye ts dape with their vnlawfull dedes. 
Tbe Loꝛde knowethy howe to delyuet the godlp out ot temptacion, and to reſerue the vn⸗ 
fuſe vnts the dape of iud gement foꝛ to be punyſhed: but cheflp them that walke after the 
leſche in tye luſt of vnclennes, e deſppſe auctoꝛitie. Pꝛeſumpteous are thep , e ſtubboꝛzne, 
whiche teate not io ſpeake euyll ot tem that exceil in wozſhippe . When the angels 
whiche are greater bothe in power and might, receaue not et the To2de raplynge tudge⸗ 
meat againſt them ſelues. But theſe as bꝛute veaſtes, naturally bzonght fozthe to be takt 
and deũtsyed, ſpeake ruyll ot the tbinges that they vnoerſtande not, and thall peatiſche 
their awne deltruccion, and receaue the rewarde of vnrigytewylnes. 5

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Foꝛ why ſhoulde he ſpare them nowe leyng that in tymes paſt he ſpared not 
the very angels. whiche had oifended, but thzew them Downe Headlong out of 
heauen,bounde thein with the cheines of theuerlaſtynge darke night, and caſte 
them in to the paiſon of hell, to be teſerued to this ende, that haupng ſentence of 
damnacion in the laſt tudgement, thep may be comitted to eternal tozmetes foz 
eucrmoze? wyll he luffer pꝛyde to be vnpunylhed in men, whiche luffred it not 
in the augelleg e Shall the thing be vupunyſhed in them, that they doe after the 
light of the goſpeil manifeſtiye opened vnto them c after ſo many bounteous 
bencfites freiy geuen vnto them by him, which ſpared not the olde wozld(beyng 
tude without knowledge)but beyng greued at mennes vicioulnes, whan the 
wozld was vntuerſallp ſpotted with wicked manets he bzought the floude vp⸗ 

on it, and diſpatched al mankynde, ſauynge Noe, who beyng the eyght parſon 
his wyll was to haue ſaued out of ſo mightie a great multitude of moztal men, 
- becauſe the reſidue hauinge contemned the gentle ſuffraunce of God, he oncly 
in makpnge the Irke teſtified, that he dzad the vengeaunce of the alinightpe, 
And wyl not he punyſhe the pcople of theſe dayes, which with powzyng downe 
aſhowze of bzimſtone,bzought ſo many cities, and ſo floꝛiſſhinge a countrep of 
Sodome and Gomoze into aſſhes, and marred them ſo vtterly, that there te⸗ 
maineth nothing, but an hoztible and a peſtilent ſtinkynge marrice, fo; a teſti⸗ 
monye what payne abydeth them. whiche with lyke ednes p2ouoke p wꝛath 
ef God vpon them ſelues : And lyke as vntothem their owne wickednes was 
their owne deſtruccion, euen lo the innocencie of Lot turned to his ſaluacion: 
vnto whome whan the abominable felowes intended violence, and would with 
their abhominable rageing luſtes oppꝛeſſe the chaſte godly man, God pulled 
him out of the companye of the wicked, among whome it was the moſt greuous 
payne foz hun to lyue. Foz in aſmuche as he was pute and chaſte bothe in eyes 
and tates, it was a greuous tozment foz a gobly diſpoſed mynde, to heare dailp, 
and ſee dailp. the thinges that he abhozred withall his whole hearte. 
By theſe it is ſuffictentlp declared, that God neuer ſuffreth, any man to loſe 
the rewarde of his innocencie, neither any mans wickednes to be vnpunilſhed: 
although he gentlye beare w ſome fot a ſeaſon, Þ they might once tepent:vea a 
though he ſuftre his owne ſometime to be tepted fo a while, pet wha tyme is, he 
can dlyuer the godly out of ſozowes: x contraryewpſe he can reletue p vngodly 
againſt the daye of the laſt iudgement to be puniſhed with eternall tozmentes 
fo: cuermoze, No kynde of vnrighteouſnes ſhalbe ſuffred vnpuniſhed. But 
thoſe (hall ſpecially ſuffre paynes, whiche as it were diſtruſtinge the pꝛo⸗ 
miſes of the goſpell, folowe in this woꝛlde that whiche is delectable to the body, 
ſeruynge fplthy outragious luftes, wherwith they defyle their whole lyfe on 
euery ſyde. Ind that they map be the moze wicked they double their wickednes 
with violence, & conteinne thole that be ſet in publpke autozitte, beyng knacke 
hardye,and ſhameles and are not aſhamed to rayle vpon ſuche as ate men of 
dignitie. Ind thele thinges are wꝛetthed men, hardye to doe, where as the an- 
gelles beyng farre moꝛe excellent in power and ſtrength, althoughe otherwyle 
wicked yet they pꝛoceded not into ſo muche ſhameles hardynes as to abyde to 
ſpcake euyll of God ;and where as they in other matters neglected the wyll of 
- God. yet in this point they were afrayed to offendc him, and pelded vnto thau⸗ 
tozitte of god.But thele men bepng moꝛe vngracions than the wicked partes

inte bꝛute beat born Of. S. peter. 4 Fol. xir; 
Icke but 'S bozne to thys ende, that they mape bee catched and deſttoy⸗ 
ed, fozalinuche as they are not afrayed to backbyte and oor od 
lupetiours: not knowingthis tnthe meane while, fox whole ſake they ſpeake 
eupllof them. Lide as they thzough theyꝛ coꝛrupte condicions pꝛocure deſtruc⸗ 
con to them ſelues, euen ſo ſhall they peryſhe like beaſtes, and recepue a woz- 
thy rewarde of theyꝛ wicked life: ſoʒſomuche as they reken it a ſwete and toys 
ly gape life it they caſt ali ſhame quite away, and geue themſelues/in the open 
daylpght-vnto myꝛthe, ryot and filthye voluptuous luſtes. For yet they haue 
ſome ſhame remaynyng with them that doo thele thynges inthe night, | 
r 888 ue delycyoulty foꝛ a ſeaſon. Spottes they are and fptthps 
bauing eyes tul ot aduontry, and that cannot ceaſe from ſynne,begplyng vnſtabie ſoules. 
Hearres they haue exerciſed with robbery. They are curſed chiidꝛen which haue fozſaken 
tryeryght waße, and are gone aſtrape cOLow0Pag rot ware of Balaam thelonne of Boſoz, 
whiche loued the rewarde of vurygyteweſneſle : but was rebuked of bys iniquitye. Th 
tame and dumme beaſt, ſpeaking with mans voyce fozbad the madneſſe ot tue pꝛophete. 
Who would beleue that theſe were menne-They are rather filthe and ſpot⸗ 
tes, who in their filthie glotonous bankettinges (wherin being wzetchedly de⸗ 
ceaued thei repoſe the hole Sũme of felicitie)vaunt againſt pou, as though pou 
were madde meine, bycauſe you haue not the frutcion of the commodicies of 
thys pꝛeſent life. And in the meane tyme riot pzouoketh outragious luſte, and 
whan they are once wyne dꝛonken, they haue beaſtly luſting etes, nethet haue 
they mpnde of any thing elles than vpon whozemonging, and other kyndes of 
witzednes. Foz they can not,whan they haue once caſt awaye reaſon, whan they 
haue ben once dzonken with wpne.ccalle from naughty doing, but they (kyppe 
from wikednes to wikednes , ſomuche that it is not ynongh koꝛ them to lpue. 
vngracioufly them ſelucs except thep tntangle and allure other mens myndes 
not yet cofirmed in vertue)vnto thepz filthynes. Now perchaunce it were moze 
tolerable, if thep offended in nothyng but in riot and lecherous luſt: But there 
is no kynde of bite but they haue it. Like as they filthyly make awap that they 
haue, euen ſo fjlthyly doo they pꝛouyde to make pꝛodigally awaye, haupng a 
mynde and a wytte pꝛatticed vnto couetouſnes; vnto deceate and vnto raume, 
doing euery thing what ſo euer it be fozauauntage ſake:and foz lucre curſe the 
good and the godly, and being coxrupte with money ſwatue from the right 
' wape: and in that poynt reſemble theyꝛ father Balaam the ſonne of Boſoz, who, 
' bhanhe knewe what was bcſt. pet being cozrupt with wicked kee he went about 
to curſe them, whom God was inercifuil vnto: #couetoulnes bzought him into 
ſo great a blyndnes,Þ he was rebuked of his aſle,'# where as he being amadde 
doling mi had caſt of his mans mynde, p bzute beaſt ſpeaking in a mans voyce 
reſtrapned the pꝛophetes inadnes, leing moze w her bodylp eies than he ſaw w 
p eies ofhis mynde bicauſe he was ſtrikeblynde<zough couctoulnes of money. 
Theſe are welles without water:cloudes that are ca ried with a tempeſt, ta whom the 


pleaſure in theyꝛ own deſcepuable wayes, teaſtyng and ſcoznyng yout The texte. 


mylt of darckenes is reſerued foz euer. Fo2 when they haue ſpoken the greate fwellynge Tye texte. 


woꝛdes of vanptp, they intpſe thoꝛowe luſtes in the volupteouſnes of the fleſþe them that 
were cleane eſcaped:cuen them that now lyue tn errourzwhile they pꝛomes tbem libertie. 
where as thep themſelues are the bonde ſeruauntes ot coꝛrupcion. Foz ot whom a man is 
ouercome,vnto 5̊ fame is ye bꝛougut indondage. gos pf they (after they baue eſcaped frd 
tyithines of the woꝛld thoꝛow Þ knowledge of Þ Lozd e the ſautour Jeſus Lhaiſte) axe 
pet tangled agapy therin, #ouercome then is 5̊ latter ende wozlle w them th? p beginning. 
Foz it had bene better fo2 thẽ, not to haue knowen Þ way of righteweſnes,tyen a ttet they 
dane knowen it, to turne tr the boly cõmaundement that was geuen vnto them. But the 
lame is hapened vnto them is vſed to be ſpoken by the true pzonerbe. The dogge is tur⸗ 
ned to his vomer agayn,* ſow þ was walþedis turned agapn to her waloing in 5 mier. 
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_. Theſe are they that pzomple a certapn wonderfull and newe dortrine, where 
as they bzyng nothyng woꝛthy the pzofeſſion of the Golpel, [like welles 
that lacke water, whereunto:ifamanne come athutſt, he cas fynde nothing but 
mudde and clave:and like vnto myſty clowdes;that ate dʒyuen hither and the⸗ 
ther with the ſtoꝛme ol wyndes, and leme as they would: geue tayne vnto the 
thruftye grounde, where as fo all that, not ſo much as one dgoppe of holſome 
doctrine talleth from them. They pꝛomyle the iyght of the — elles doctrine, 
and wꝛa ppe thoſe folkes in darkenes of errours; whom daͤrkeneſſe 
abydeth foz in hell. Foz whan with their lyeng woozdes they lpeake of certapn 
great hygh matters, a with that hope entice and fare them whiche begynne to 
dà mende theyꝛ condicions, they deteaue them and wzappe them in the delites of 

the fleſh.# the voluptuous pleaſures of this life, pꝛomyſing that they wil dely⸗ 

tier other fro errour, whã they them ſelues are ottupied in the griateſt errouts 
of al, and pꝛompling other men deliueraunte from lynnes, whan they them ſel⸗ 
ues are the very bonde ſlaues offilthynes.Foz of whoſocuer a ma is ouetcome, 
and at whoſe appoyntement he lyueth hig bonde ſeruaunthe1s called by tight. 
Foz it auapleth the nothyng at all to haue ben once frelydelynered fro the bon- 
dage ol ſynnes ik they fall to the ſame ſtate agayn by their own actoꝛde:but the 
bondage is ſo much the moꝛe vile, and lo muche the moze wꝛetched, bicauſe it is 
pꝛocured without coſtraynt,after the taſking of libertie. Chat which was done 
amyſſe befoze the Goſpell pzeached,is a great patte long of crrour,and long of 

Ignoꝛaunce. But they whiche hauing once ackhowlaged by the pzeachyng of 

the Goſpell, oute loꝛde and ſauiour Jeſu Chaiſte, haue though Baptilmere: 
nounted the kilthynes of this wozld, and pzofelſed a putt and an heayenlp life: 
tf they be ouercome agayn with luſtes, and wzapped in theyz olde bncleaneſſe, 
theyz baptiſme doeth not only nothing helpe the at al, hut allo they are in woꝛſe 
ſtate, than they were befoze they knewe Chꝛiſte. Foz his offences the leſſe, that 
ſynneth though ignoꝛaunce « And they ſhalbee the moze greuouſly damned, 
whiche haue enlarged the cryme of wikednes with the vice ol vnthankefulnes. 
Therfozeithad ben better foz them to haue not knowen the Soſpelles doctrine | 
at al, whiche teacheth Innocence pe and purenes, than after they knewe and te⸗ 
cepucd it, to watue from the holy commaundement that was onte deli⸗ 
uered vnto them. Foz what other thing is bekallen them, than that 
| which is truly vſed to bee ſpoken by a commune pꝛoucrbe⸗ 
The dogge floſſeth vp agapn that he hath once caſte vp, 
and the waſhen ſowe turneth agayn to walowe her 
ſelfe in the myze. It is but a loſt labour foz the 
dogge to haue purged his ſtomake with 
bomite,if he take agayn that he caſt 
vp. And the ſo we hath waſhed 
awape het fo wle ſtynking 
myꝛe in cleane water 
in vapne, if | 
ſhe, by and by alter ſhe is 
walhen, returne to the 
ſoylinges that ſhe 
had gone from. 
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thinke- dag Wat he ſhall neuer come; bpcaulſehps' — pt ok eg a 
tome. d oHhat token (lape thep)is thereof the ceſutettion : Our fathers ate dea 
one attet an other, and neuer one hathe vilen ugayn to like yet hytherto . And 
like as ſence che creacion of the wozlde,atlthmges are: p:theenter- 
chaungable ediitles of the dyeng andofthel even lo vnta thys tyme te⸗ 
mayneth thelame coutſe oł nature, whereas by mutacion of the woꝛlde that 
hathe ben befoze,we may gather chatthereſhalbe anewnes hereafcer-Andlike 
as the mutacion chaunced ; what tyme they loked not fox it that Ipucd after 
thep2 owne fylthy luſtes , euen la ſhall the nouacion happen, whether we be⸗ 
leue it, oꝛ not beleue it.

'CDearly beloued, be not ignoꝛaunt of thts one thing, bowe that one daye is with the 
Loꝛde, as a thouſande 2 , and a thouſande peare as one daye. The Loꝛde p̊ hath pꝛo⸗ 


miſed is not lac e, as ſome men count ſlacknes: but is pacient to vs warde: toꝛ al much as 
he would haue no man loſt: dut wyll receaue all men to repentaunce. Reuertheles the dap 
ot the Loꝛde wyll come as a theke in tze nigyt, in the whithe daye the heauens ſhalt palle 
awape in maner ot᷑ a tempeſte, and the elementes ſhail meite with heate, tie eartbe alſo 
and the wozckes that are ther in (ball burne. Seyug then that all tycſe thtuges ſbatl pe⸗ 
ryſche, what maner pcrſons onght pe to be in holy conuerſacion and godlynes:lokyng fo 
and haſting vnto toe commpnge of tde dape of God, by whome the heauens ſhal perilſde 
with tyꝛe, and the eiementes ſhail meit with heate.

Wherkoꝛe moſt dearely beloued bꝛethzen, haue this ſo fcarfull a iudgemẽt 
alwapes befoze your eyes.and geue dilygence, that whan the loꝛde commeth, he 
mape fpnde you pute and vnblameable, not onely befoze menne, whoſe tudge- 
metes are many tymes deceaued, but allo befoze hi .Foz he is pure in dede, that 
is pute in the tudgement of God. And althoughe pataduenture it be long ere 
that dape come, conſtrue it not ſo, as thoughe he woulde not come at all, but 
conſydze that this tender ſufferannce of the loꝛde, wherwith he geueth all men 
ſpace to repent, doeth care foz mennes ſaluacion:ot᷑ whiche matters our mooſte 
deare bꝛothet and folo we in office, Þaule wꝛote vnto pou, ſo muche the moꝛe 
habundantly.,as God gaue him the moze plenteous gyfte of wyſedome: and in 
almoſt all his epiſtles exhozteth you to loke fox this daye,ſotnetyme ſpeakinge 
after ſuche a ſoꝛte, as though the daye of the lozde were already now at hande: 
that he might the rather pzycke you fozwarde to the ſtudye of godipnes; where 
as that daye(becanſetcts bncertatne) oughte to be loked koꝛ, ſo as thought he 
woulde come this dape, but yet after ſuche wyſe, that no man pꝛeſctibe a tyme 
cettaine.Theſe and ſome other matters Paule accoꝛding to his high wiſedom, 
myngled in his Epiltles .Ind whetas he ſpake them moſt tightly that coulde 
be, pet the ignoꝛaunt and inconſtaunt perſons wzeſt them with a perucrſe in⸗ 
tetpꝛetacion, as they doe the other ſcriptures,to theit owne deſtrucrion that the 
thing whiche is healthe vnto the good, maye be turned, thzoughe their owne 
kaulte, in to venome bnto them. Therfoꝛe bꝛethꝛen, ſence you are ſo many waies 
warned befoze hande bothe of me and ol Paule, take hede, that you be not de⸗

Nether put you any diſtruſt, 
if pou be turmopled ſondzy wapes in this wozlde foꝛ Chziſtes ſake, but loke foz 
the mercie of God to be exhibited not in this life, but in the lyfe that neuer (ſhall 
ende. Jn the meane ſeaſon hauyng conſideracion of the petlones, geue you dili⸗ 
gence, to laue al inen, ſome gently and frendely in calling them agayn vnto bet⸗ 
ter purpole, and the other laue with feare,as if you catched them out of the fire: 
and hate not p me, but this carcas defiled with pearthy affectes,wherwith mans 
mynde is burthened and deril ed as it were a cote ſopled in fiithe. Ind it is con⸗ 
uenient to amende other mens faultes ſo much the moze gentlie in that no man 
being conuerſaunt in this ſely body can choſe but bee vncleane. Foz that is not 
in the power of man leſte any manne ſhould boaſtingly chalenge pzayſe to him 
ſelfe but all gloꝛye, might, empire and power bee onely vnto God our ſautout, 
though Jeſus Chꝛiſt our loꝛd, not onely in this wozld, but befoze all woꝛldes 
and in all ages to come foꝛ euer d euer. Foꝛ in dede there is none but god alone

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The paraphꝛaſe of Eralmis bpon the Epiſtle 
bnchaungeable, and alwayes like hymſelle, ſo there is nothing with him, that 
is oblcurep with any-courle of darkenes.Thts our daye is taken awapye of the 
night folowing;and caſte about with cloudes goyng betwene, humapne wile⸗ 
dome is darkened with errours of opinions, mans vptighteouſnes is infected 
with naughty deſires: With himthere is no mixture ol euplles, no coutſes of 
datkenes . It behoneth vs therfoze alſo to confozme our lelues to the vttermoſt 
ok our powers accozding to his ſimplicitie, that geuing our lelues vnto godlp 
ſtuvpes, and being apte moe and moꝛe to tetepue his giftes, we maye be as it 
were tranſtoʒmed in co hym. Foz it is conuentent, that childzen reſemble the 
nature ot iheit parent. We vuthirktyly relembled Adam the pzyuce of 
this groſſe and cozrupt birthe . Hxveing oblcuted with the darkenes ol fynnes 
hath degotten vs that ate entangied with darkenes. In that we lothe heaueniy 
thinges, in that we are gredy ol earthy thinges, we telemble the diſpoſicion of 
gym. In that we are blynde, in that we doe at al auentures as Þ blinde man taſ⸗ 
teth his ſlalfe, and in that we tall it is ol dur earthy parent. But the father of 
heauen hathe moze happyly begotten vs agayne, that being as it were crtated 


newe agayne we might conkozme — betha In⸗ 
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Of . James. Cap.i. Fol. xx biii. 


people woulde reconhim the better learned, that was moſte cul of bablyng: you 
had rather haue ben angrye with hym that counſatled you aright, than to ac⸗ 
knowlage pourfaulte; pon had t ather haue folowed wicked outragious luſte, 
than enſue thoſe thinges that bzing laluacion: Now my deare bꝛethaen, who ſo 
will be coumpted a new man, let him be ſlow to teake ſwpft to heare,and ready 
to leatne of any manne.Yowbeit let no manne taſhly no; ouet haſtylp take vp- 
on hum to be a teacher. Ind like as he is not voyde of peril. to fall, that is haſtye 
to ſpeake, euen lo is that manne inclined to doe iniurie, whiche is lightly mos 
ued in hys mynde. Foz it is requiſite that godly menne bee karte ot᷑, not only 
from all reuengement, but allo fromallentll ſpeaking. Foz he chalbe the moze 
late fromm chyding that maketh no aunſwer: and he ſhal do no man wong, that 
whan he is pꝛouoked is not angtye. Among men peraduentute he ſhall teme a 
iuſte man, that requiteth one euil woꝛde with an other, one tuell dede fo; an o⸗ 
ther, but yet he ſhalbe a greate deale wyde from the luſt ot God, who by hys 
ſonne hathe taught vs, to ſpeake well of them that backbyte vs, to wiſhe well 


to them that wiſheeuilto vs, to doe good fo: them that doe euil vnto vs. Theſe 


thinges he dooeth not, that letceth his tongue runne at large, whiche is a warb⸗ 
ling membze and aflyppery, noꝛ he that hathe wzathe ſecretly; Theſe manet of 
luſtes, like as they ourrthzowe and cheoke the ſede of Goddes wooꝛde, that 
whan it commeth vp it bzing fozthe nd-frute in pou, euen ſo doe they lette that 
it canne not bee ſowen in to the klelde ok the mynde. It taketh no tote in a bꝛi⸗ 
ery placeqne in inatice nether in the lande that kleeteth awape, but it requireth 
a pute, a trymme and as ſubſtaunctaũt grounde. Therfoze ił᷑ ve will that the lede 
ol the woꝛde — — dying krute in pon krute (J ſay)not 
{02 aſcaſon;o2'a cominiune ktute wherwith the bodpes map be tefteſhed, but the 
eternalbfaluarton of your ſoules:iunde cleane the fielde ot᷑ your hatte, not onelp 
krom thetumulte ol tuil (peaking and ot wzathe but lo ftom al gredy luſtes, 
wherwith mans mynde is deliled: from the thoꝛnes of coueteouſnes from the 
grauell at caſhenes rom the flyme dt outragtous luſt ttomthe ſtones of pꝛide 
and wilfulnes.

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tntheir life. Che philolſdphets do learne pertitely the leſſons howe to lyue wel, 
#thinkethat to karte deccauyng them ſelues: where as the keltcitie 
of manne is not tithe ſpeaking but in thelyutig. But vnts you it ought not 
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Trine:thatbeing baptiſed you ate admitted bnto the harder hidden miſteries of 
the Golpelles doctrine:that you haue learned ouet and otter all the whole phi⸗ 
loſophie of Chzilte and all hys life: ne that you haue reccaucd the pꝛomyſſe of 
Immoꝛtall life. That whiche Chꝛiſte taught, muſte bee expzeCCed in outwarde 
maners: (That whiche he did, muſte bee kolowed of vs to the vttermoſte of oute

Will you hcare, howe that he peldeth na fruteatall, whiche heareth the 
wozde of the Golpell, but lightly and vnconſiderately⸗ Be is nWelike bntoa 
man that beholdeth hys face ina glaſſe;:Be beholdeih, but he doeth nothing cls 
but beholde only. Foz he can not chaunge his natunall — goeth he any 
other maner awap ftom the glaſſe than he came to it. E ea inaſmuch as be went 
only foz this putpolt, to lee whatfauour his face was of, he thinketh not of the 
amending of the faultes of hys fauour,-but as lone as he goeth awape from 
the glaſſe, he remembzeth nothing whiche a one he (awehHimlelfe to be. But the 
glaſſe of the Golpelles doctrine Qeweth not the blemyſhes and outbzeakinges 
of the body, but it lapeth all the diſeaſes: of thy ſoule befoze thyne eies :nether 
doeth it only ſhewe them, but alſo healethe them. Moles love did rather vetex 
the ſozes of the ſoule than healed them. Foz the lawe, as concernyng the letere, 
was imperkecte, and fraped menne from etipll by feare , rather:than cauſed 
menne willingly to folowe the thynges. — But the lawe ot the 
-Goſpell,obteyneth moꝛe of the wyllyng, beeatl þ 

loue, than the — — we ol the Golpell maketh 
nothyng topetfeccyon, 
bothe his mynde and his life at this 


-perfite that it begpnneth' ;; — byngeth 
j- + hoſoeuer-therfoze will diligently behold 
lle (and that ſhould he doe continually) neuex mouing his eies from the ex⸗ 
-ample and doctrine ol Chꝛilte, that is to ſap, whoſoeuerheareththeholy wozd; 
not after ſuche light —— turnyng him ſelf backe by and by. to the cates ot 
that he hearde, but frameth; life 


this wozlde he ſeme to fo —— 
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godiynes ſhould not be rewarded alter this like. Ind it and von thinke 
him lelke wonderous deuout, ik he kepe hys handes from ſtealynge, and from 
fighting and other vyces ; ae all that rekrayne not hys tongue from 
dackbyting, inpſrepoztes tes, from ſcoldinges, from filthiecalkinges, nether his 
harte from vucleanethinkinges : hys denocton is vnpzofitables vnkrutetulb. 
Perchaũte he is not puniſhed by mans lawes, that only talkerh of whozedome 
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minde hath comitted whoꝛedõe. e ſ uffrethino puniſhment atmen hat coueteth 
an other mans good. if he may eſcape vnpuniſhed : but he is giltieof thefte be⸗ 

 foze God,Þ hath conceaued thelte in his munde. We ate eſtemed after þ manifeſt 
dedes bekoꝛe menne, koz they ſee not the mynde. But God loketh byon the in⸗ 
warde affecctons of the mynde, and eſtemeth vs after them; Acoxtupt mynde 
is vled fo the moſte patte to hurſt out into tha tongue. Among: Chʒiſten peo⸗ 
ple a rewiling woozde is a kyndeof manſtaughter;vut this is plant, that true 
godlynes can in no wiſe agree wuhtacklenes of tongue. Nether yet ts it ſufti· 
ciente vnto Chꝛiſtian religion; to haue abſtepned from — : it behoueth 
alſo to abounde in good wozkes, Fox in deve bonde ſeruauntes abſteyne from 
doing euul, fo feate ot punyſhment, but thoſe that axe right childzen- it 
becometh to haue loue, whiche is no idle loytting matter; but elle ctualiy woz- 
king, and putteth foxtherr ſelle krely without compulſion to ddoe every good 
wozke. But lome woalde ſ what dedeg than are thoſe that make vg tygt 
religious in dede e Thal that fmell of the Jewes ſecte ſet tusthe the pꝛaplẽ c 
teligion, in Balles and — in choile of meates in waſhinges in longe 
pꝛapets, and other ceremonies, which are ſome tymes not altogethet to be con⸗ 
temned ik by them as by ſignes we be warned of thoſe thinges, whiche are the 
pꝛopʒe own matters of godlines:but thei ate petnicious ware,yfa man thinke 
that he is made religious by meant of the where as of them ſelues without ex⸗ 
poſicion, they make a man rathet an hipocrite. Howbcic the obletuing of th le⸗ 
meth a religious deuoute matter among men, that wickedly repoſe godlines in 
vilible thing es: whiche perchaunce are lignes of godlynes, but not the caule of 
godlynes, ſeing that of them ſelues they ate nether good noz euill, onles they

dede, and in all that we haue to dot, to geue teſpecit to none other putpole, but 
to hys glozyre.at whoſe only handes the requitall of well doynges is to be ttul⸗ 
ted foz ; And he doeth not requite the offices ot true godlynes with tranſitoꝛye 
and ſone ptryſhing rewardes, as thys woꝛlde is wonte to doe, but he geueth 
bleſſedues that neuer ſhall dye.

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and by pou caſte pout eies vpon the tiche man,foz none other teſpecce but that 

he obleureth the poꝛe manne with hys goꝛgious tayment, and geue hym the 
moze honourable place, ſaping:sytte thos here V vell: And agapne you ſaye vn⸗ 
to the poze manne as though you lothed him and foz no cauſe elles but to: his 
ouer homely appataill: Stande thou there, or ſitte thou there, under my fote ſtole; 
would not your harte by and by grudge and ſecretly condemne your doing, in 
that thzough flattery pou attribute vnto golde and galaunte aray, the honour 
that is due vnto vertye,contemnyng him foz lacke of choſe thinges, whiche is 
muche moze acc le to God foz the true riches of the ſoule, than that tiche 
manne! The riche mannes kpuger glilteryng with the ring and pzecious ſtone, 
and his bodye decked in (tlke,maketh pou to regarde hym! and doe not you - 


garde the poze man fox hys ſynceritie of fapthe,modeſtie of mynde, ſobzenes, 
chaſtitie and other giftes of vertue- whichemake a man greate and gozgious 
in dede: Why doeth your iudgement dilagree from the (udgement of God? 
Heate me indifferently imp welbeloued bzethzen, the thyng that euidentlie aps 
peareth matter in dede to be certaynly true. How muche ſo euer the wozlde let- 
teth by the ryche, God hym lelfe hathe paeferred the pooxe,the pooze( I ineane) 
after the woꝛlde, whiche nether haue noz ſeke after autozitie noz kingdomes in 
this woꝛzld. God hathe let alone the tiche with their ſtatelynes and cholen thele, 
which are but lely poze folk es foꝛ lacke of pzeſent ſubſtaunte, but pet tiche and 
mightye in the lokynge foz the kyngdome of heauen, and theuerlaſtynge en⸗ 
herytaunce in that they put their truſte in hym that pꝛomyſed them, whiche 
nether can deceaue if he woulde, and is hable to perfozme what he will. Dus 
vnto whome hathe he pzomiled this wonderfull kelicitie⸗to k inges and weal⸗ 
thy kolkes : no in dede, but to them whiche loue him truly, who loeuer they bes 
whether they be bonde ſeruauntes, oz free men, whether they be tiche 02 pooze.

lp, that repugne the Goſpell of Chzilte.Foz who are they that pzactice tyzanny 
againſt pou foz malice of goviynes-are they not the riche menue: who are they 
that accule you and dꝛawe you befoze Judgement ſeates-are they not the tiche 
koꝛ the moſte parte: Who are they that ſpeake euill and cutſe the holy name of 
our loꝛde Jelu Chziſte, by Jnuocacion wherof pou haue attepned ſaluacyon, 
and in whom pou retoyce:Ire they not the riche? Nea they hate your pꝛokeſſion 
ſo muche that the name, whiche geueth ſaliiacton and is honourable vnto pon, 
is euen deathe and abominable vnto them. But the pꝛokeſſion of this name is 
begonne to be healthelo me vnto you; ſo as foz all that, you may thzough pour 
owne faulte, fall from the ſaluacion that is pʒ:omiſed.

A kynge pꝛomiſeth re warde, yen but to him that in his dedes accomplyſh- 
eth the lawe ropall : wherof no man can be ignozaunte, ſeing it was expꝛeſte in 
waiting long agooe, and it is on this maner: hes ſhalt love thy neighbour as thy 
ſelfe, Boeth he loue his netghboz after this rule, that pzeferreth the wicked tych 
manne bekoꝛe the godly poze man: Che lawe of the Golpell is the lawe of loue: 
and what ſoeuet is done contrary to it, although it be not fozbydden by ſpectall 
naue, pet it is [pnne:and that la we doeth ſecretly repꝛoue you; which hath com: 
maũded al men, and in al thunges, that thou oughteſt ts lone thy neyghbour as 
thy (elfe. Who loeuer lwarueth from this rule, is a conuicte tranſgrefſour of 
the lawe. Nether yet let any manne curry kauell with him ſelfe after this wile: 
The faute is but light, the law is bzoken in nothing but in this parte. But the law 
of the Golpell is luche alawe, that except it be Kept in cuery parte wholp, it ſe⸗ 
meth to be bzoken all together on euety parte . Foz inaſinuche as the totall 
Summe ok all the whole la we is contep ned in the loue of God a of the neigh⸗ 
bour, who loeuet he be, that ſwatueth from charitte, which is the rote of all the 
whole lawe, he hathe doubtles bzoken the whole lawe, and offended the autoz 
ol the la we: vnto whome he is become giltie of all, in that he, whiche hathe erred 
from the right marke of the whole lawe,appeareth as muche as in him is that 
be will erre, as ofte as occalton is offred. Is a man that walketh in the dare, 
careth not whether he goo oute of the waye on the right hande oz on thelefte, 
fo ts he dilpoſed to all manner of errour, thathathe once ſwarued out of the 
light. Therfoze he þ hath thzough flattene pꝛekerred the vndeſerutng rich man 
befoze the deſeruing pozeman, koꝛaſmuche as he hathe in thys behalfe bzoken 
the lawe of loueꝛhe is couſen germayn to all naughtynes, that is commonly 
done againſte the lone of the nepghboz. Nether doeth he lyghtly offende God, 
that is ſd hardy to defile his lawe in any parte. He that ones commaunded cha⸗ 
citie, did with lyke diligence ones koꝛbydde what ſo euet is repugnaunte az 
gaiuſte the loue ofthe nepghboure » Foz the ſelfe ſame that gaue thys lawe, 
Committe no VVhoredome: o2dapned thys, Donomurther , Ind if thou abſtepne 
From whozedome,and yet committeſte murther:haſte thou not than bzoken all 
the whole lawe, in that thou haft bzoken it in one parte* The ſelf lame one God 
fozbad bothe, and fozebad them foꝛ all one cauſe, that is to ſave, becauſe they 
are againſte the loue of the neyghbour. But he hath not only foꝛbydden thoſe 
thinges, whiche are punnyſhed by lawes, as thelte murther, and whozedome, 
but all manner of thinges Vtterly, that are contrary to the loue ofthe Golpell. 
The lawe df Moſes would not punnyſhe him, that eſtemed [elle the ſoft ſpꝛited 
poze manne, thau the pꝛoude ſtately riche manne, oz him that would wiſhe euil 
to his neyghbout: But pet the lawe ofthe Goſpell punnyſheth him. Therkoꝛe 
accoꝛding to the rule of it,. frame not only your dedes but alſa al pour cõmuni⸗ 
cation and the thoughtes of youre harte, that there be nothinge at any tyme, 
that varteth from the loue of the neyghbour. Loue is the lawe ol libertie, not 
that it is lawfull to ſynne by meanes of it, but in that the euangelical loue th 
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ſeth the wyllyng to doo of theyꝛ owne attoꝛde, the thynge that mannes lawes 
conſtrayne the vnwyllpng to doe perfozce,toz tcare of peynes. Accoꝛidynge to 
thys lawe therfoze frame all Youre life, koꝛſomuche as you (hall receyue moſte 
high rewarde if you accomplylhe chat whiche is pꝛeſcribed vnto youtand con⸗ 
trary wyle pou ſhall ſuffre moſte greuous ſoze puniſhmentes in caſe you ones 
fall from hpm, of whome all the whole lawe dependeth i Pou are frely patdo⸗ 
ned of the tranſgreſſions of pour fozmer lyfe,The gifte of the heauenly (pyzite 
is frely geuen pou, by whome you are not onelp reconCliled vnto God, bur allo 
glued together in mutuall charitte. Che moze it is geuen vnto you, and is fre- 
ly geuen without your deleruinges, ſo muche the moꝛe ſhatpely ſhall they ber 
punnyſhed whiche hauinge experyence in them ſelues of lo erceadynge greate 
mercy of God, doe not ſhew them le lues agayne gentil and mercifull towardes 
thepz neyghbour. With what countenaunce ſhall he aſke mercye of God the 
iudge, whiche being a leruaunt ſheweth hym ſelle vnmercikull towardes hys 
felome ſertaunte with what mouthe ſhall he delite to be loued of God , whiche 
doeth not loue hys neyghboureit thou wilt obteyne iudgement myngled with 
mercy.loke thou ſhewe thy ſelfe mercifull to wardes thy neyghbour, whether 
he be a treſpaſſer oʒ be in necelſitte. And in dede it is better to decline in to thys 
parte, to leane bnto metcy than vnto iudgement. Foꝛ inaſmuch as it is almoſt 
altogether of the mercye of God that we haue rather than of his tighteouſneg, 
we ought to endeuout, that we mape rather fytide God mercifull than ſeuerely 
ſttayte. e hathe ſaued vs by hys mercye:tt is teaſon alſo that we be moꝛe rea⸗ 

dy to inercye towardes our neighbour, than bnto ſtraytenes:Fo2zthere 

are many moo wonne by ſoftenes, gentylnes, and lyberall goods 
nes, than with ſtrayte ſtraungenes: that merty aduaunce⸗ 
ing it lelle aboue iudgement, mape triumphe in thys 
phbchalke, that thoſe whiche hauinge the experi⸗ 
ence of iudgement, ſhoulde haue peryſhed, 
ate ſaued thzough the benefite of mercy.

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Therkoꝛe this is the whole pꝛolite of good dedes, ik they bee not done vpon 
vaynegloꝛy. not foz thanke at mannes handes, not foz feare, oz ſhame, and not 
vpon hope of lucre, but of a lyuely faythe , whiche hathe perſwaded vs that 
that is geuen vnto God, what ſo euer is geuen koꝛ hys ſake vnto out neygh⸗ 
bout. aud that the re warde is to be hoped after at none other hande but or him. 
Thou pleaſeſt thy ſelfe, in that thou art perſwaded that there is but one God, 
whcre as the crrour of the painymes beleueth ther bee innumerable Goddves, 
Thou doeſt ryght, koz tn thys behalte thou excelleſt them. Howbeit it docth the 
no good at all to beleue there is God, æ that there is but one God onles thou lo 
beleue, that thou (halt et hym obtey ne ſaluacion.

auncetoitr , we moſte chyeflpe make vaunte, delerued the fyzſte and pꝛyncy⸗ 
pall commendacyon of faythe with God, of whome the reputatcyon of tygh⸗ 
teouſnes was atttybuted vnto hym: but in hym faythe was not vnktutefully 
baten. Foz he did not onely pzofelle with hys mouthe that he truſted inGoddes 
pꝛompſſes, but alſo he doubted not to lape hys onlye ſonne Fſaac vpon thaul⸗ 
tat and flea hym at Goddes commaundement, whereas after the oꝛdꝛe of na⸗ 
tute, there toulde no poſtetytie bee truſted vᷣpon to hym by anye other: but he 
laping hold on the pzomiſes of God, whome he knew could raiſe euen the dead 
agayn to lyfe at hys pleaſure, ſticked not to do that he was commaunded. So 
that of his dedes he deſerued the cõmendacion of righteouſnes,yea but of thoſe 
dedes that pꝛoceded of faith, Foz thet are alſo wozkes of Poles law,wherun- 
to they truſt in vayne,that ate without the faith of the golpel. What is it, that 
that noble patriarke would not haue done, ſeing he went readily # chearfully to 
the lleapnge of hys only ſonne Ilaac, whome he loued lo muche the moze ten⸗ 
detlye, becauſe he was bozne.n hys extreme olde age, and becaule that lucky 
Poſteryty was pꝛomiſed in his name: He was W .

So than ot thys ſs 
notable a document of faythe it manifcſtly appeareth to bee perkite, that the 
ſcripture ſaped: Abzaham beleued God, and it was reckoned vnto hym fox 
righteoulnes, and was called the frende of God. Ind if Abzaham ſhould haue 
lolt the frute of faithe and the coinmendacton of righteoulnes, if he had grud- 
ged at Goddes commaundement to oltre vp his lonne:ſhall his faythe auaile 
him, that at Goddes commaundement grudgeth to geue a cote to hys nepghz 
bout that ſtatrueth fo: colde, and that grudgeth to geue meate to the hungrye, 
and dꝛinke to the thurſtye, as though God would luffre him to periſhe foz cold 
02 hungre, that geueth ſomwhat ol hys lubſtaunce to teleue hys bzothers ne⸗ 
cellitie? And if the commendacion of righteouſnes chaunced not to them of the 
olde tyme, but to ſuche as tryed their fapthe by theyꝛ dedes: muche lefle is it to 
be truſted vpon vnto them, that pꝛokeſſe the lawe of perfite chatitie. But mer- 
cie and liberalitie to the neyghbour is ſo muche auayleable with God, that a 
woman, that an harlot, that a ſtraunger was commended foz keping of hol⸗ 
pitalitie and deſerued to be nombꝛed in the regeſtre ol Godly people, in the te⸗ 
geſtre of citeʒens, and in the regeſtte of the moſte tryedlye pꝛoued Patriarkes, 
Rhahab was not a Jewe, ſhe was mayſtres of a howſe of baldzye, and gate 
her lyupng with no very honeſt gaynes of occupping:and yet in Goddes boks 
ſhe hathe a wozthye commendacion of righteoulnes:not of fapthe only, in that 
ſhe was perſuaded that no mannes good dedes ſhould be loſte God being the 
rewarder, namely that is beſtowed vpon good folkes oz at leaſt in the reſpecte 
of God: but of that, that ſhe not regarding the daunger of her life, pꝛouided to 
ſaue the lite of the ſpies, in that ſhe ſent out the mefſangers,whom the guide of 
$ Jewes had ſente to ſpye, by ſtealth an other way, leſt they ſhould petiſh. She 
might haue come in no final fayour with her own coũttep folkes;if ſhe had( as 
it was in her hande to haue done) betraped the ſpyes.

Fo2 
that doctrine that is contencious and wzangling, engendzeth nothyng elles, 
but faccions and failyng out, Ind amonge the wile of thys wozlde, he beareth 
the bell, that dilputeth with moſte ſtiffenes in opinions, ano that is ſo buſpe 
tongued that he geueth place to no bodye. Nether is thys done, that the hea⸗ 
ter may be the better whan he goeth awap, but that he that getteth the niaiſtry 
mape be the pꝛowder, and he that is ouetcomen mape be the moꝛe lowted. And 
in the meane leaſon the commune loꝛte is at diſagreyng amonge them lelues, 
fome afrer thys mynde ſoine after that, ſo as nether the ſpeaker can haue any 
lure grounded frute.ne yet the hearer. But among you that pꝛokeſſe the philo⸗ 
ſophp of the Golpell, who lo euer is truly wile, and endued with true wiledoin, 
let hym not declare hyin ſelfe wyſe in hyghe ſtately and contencious maner of 
reaſonpug, but let hym teſtifie by goldy and entier vpright maners. what he ts, 
tather than tn woꝛdes. Foz lyke as faith is vnpꝛokitable, like as charitie is vn⸗ 
p2ofitable, that is doone but only in woꝛdes, euen lo ts wileddme, whiche do⸗ 
eth not kyꝛſte ttye it ſelfe by gentilnes ol maners . Foz this is the chiefe token, 
wherby a manne may knowe the humapne phyloſophy from the Euangelical; 
The pꝛołeſſouts of humapne philoſophye are curious, ſtiffe in opynyon,and 
fearce . But the philoſophie of the Golpeil, the inoze ſyncere it is, the moꝛe ex⸗ 
cellent it is, ſo muche leſſe high ſtatelynes it hathe. Ind the chief power of it 
conſiſteth not in ſubtill reaſonynges ok ſpllogiſmes, oz tricked fyne termes of 
eloquence, but in ſynceritie ot life, in ſoftenes ot maners, that geueth place to 
tontencious perſones, and alluteth ſuche as are apte to be taught, nether reſ⸗ 
pecteth it any thing elles than the health of the hearers. It is an heauenly wiſe- 
dome, and he that teacheth it, muſte neceſſaryly haue a mynde cleane ſcowzed 
from all earthlye luſtes, foꝛ it muſte nedes be dꝛawen fozthe of a ſyncete clean 
veſlell. But if you haue myndes defiled with bitter enuying amonge pour ſel⸗ 
tes, if you haue an harte coꝛtupt with contencious and with ſtubburne ymas 
gynyng to haue the vpper hande, and with enupe: lay awaye rather the office 
df teaching, than in ſerutng your owne glozy and contencious inaner, to Iye a- 
gainſte the Goſpelles veritie, whiche nomannecan ſet koꝛthe ſpncerely, onles 
hys mynde bee free from all humayne affecctons .. Therfoze, who ſo euer tas 
ketf}this p2ofeſſion in hande, ik he fele hys mynd inkecte with humapne loue oz 
hate, ik with malicious crueltie deſite of tenowme, gredy coueting of money oz 
with loue of uoluptuous pleaſures:let him fyꝛſte diligently purge the inward 
partes of hps mynde, that he inaye goe pute vnto the teachyng ok that moſte 
pute doctrine, elles they that lyppe ouer thoſe thynges that make 1 
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Vnto godlynes, and obtecte myſtic ſmokes of doubtfull queſtions : they that 
ſpeaketo come into the faudut of Pzinces : they that ſaye foz they; owne av- 
uauntage:they that wzeſt the doctrine of the Goſpel vnto theyz owne bely buli⸗ 
nes:they that hunte after the vayne pꝛayſes of menne:they that laye an heaupe 
burthen vpon other mennes ſhoulders, and will not once touch it  theyz own 
fpngre:thole that in ſtede of oddes commaundementes, teache the cetemontes 
and conſtitucions of menneꝛthey that in ſtede of the Golpeiles philoſophie, let 
foxthea new Jeweſhip:kinally they that pxeach them lelues rather than Chuilt; 
thoſe mennes wiſedome is not that wiledome, whiche the father lent downe vn- 
to vs by hys ſonne from aboue, to call vs fromthe ſtudie of earthcly thynges, 
and to cxalte vs vp to heauen: but it is a groſſe fleſhye wpſcdome and an eat⸗ 
thye:and therfoze it ſauoureth of the earthezyea it is a ſenluall wiledoine, and 
thertoze it relpecteth moꝛe thole thynges that are auayleable vnto thys iyfe , 
than vato the like euerlaſtyng : yea it is adeuelyſhe wiledome, foz it is not of 
<ynſppracyon of the ſpyzyte of God, but of the inſtygacpon of deuplles, 
which luggeſte thole thynges, that mape eſttaunge vs from the ſpncerytie of 
the Golpell.Jmong the pzofeffours of wozldly wiledome, you ſee, how great 
enup, what bzaullynges, what fallyng out, what fozcaſting to haue the vpper 
bande, what greate inconſtauncye of opynyons and mancrs.and in the meane 
ſeaſon all the whole life how it is defited with all kinde of vicious naughtmes. 
But contrary wiſe, out wiſedome, whiche pzocedeth from aboue ok the lpirite ol 
Chꝛiſt, is fpꝛſt chaſte # pure, detiled with no wicked alffeccious: Than it is pea- 
ceable, and abhozreth trom all ſtudie of contencion. Mozeouer it is modelte, 
not ouerthwarte: beſydes this it is trartable a cutteous, not grudging to geue 
place vnto hym that teacheth bettet: it is full of rompaſſton and metcptull to- 
warde them that are fallen and deceaued, z them it ſtudieth rather co ſaue than 
ſpil, gently bearyng with them a allaping euery wap to bzing them to amende⸗ 
met:it is full of good fruteg in that it neuer ceaſſet doing good foz al inen, cõ⸗ 
uerting the vngodlye to godlynes, callyng againe them that goe aſtrape, tea⸗ 
ching the vntaught, releuing them ß are kallen pꝛicking kozewarde the llouth⸗ 
full,x confozting the ſozowfully afflicted. Nether in the meane while doocth it 
damne any body,foz it is moze foꝛcaſting to heale than to dine, hauing no ina- 
ner ofcounterfaict ne ſimulacion, but of an bptight ſyncere mind wiſhtng wel 
to all. After this lozte they that ſowe the pure and quiet doctrine of the Golpell, 
doo both reape vnto them lelues the frute of euerlaſtyng lyfe, and bꝛyng other 
to the ſtudye of the heauenly life, whome with theyz ſtriuinges and etuelty they 
ſhoulde haue caſte awaye. ak . 

The woꝛldely wiledome hathe allo a frute of hys owne, but it is either a 
bayne frute oꝛ a deathe bzyndvng frute. But the krute of ryghieouſnes, that 
geueth bothe innorencte in this wozlde, and afterwarde immoztalitie, is not ſo⸗ 
wed by contencton, but in concozde and peace, vnto them that einbꝛace peace. 
For it is not the patte ot a good teachet, maliciouſſy to ſtꝭ᷑irmiſh with them that 
ſeme moꝛe obſtinate, than that they wil obey the doctrine of the Golpell. Thole 
it is better foz hym to leaue vnto theyꝛ owne ſtybburnes, in cale there bee no 
hope that they wyll comme to amendemente. 
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From whence commech warte, and (ghtyng among 

euen ot your luaes, that fyghtin pouremembzes-yeluſfte, Ebaue not, pe euupe and haue 
indignacpon, and cannot ein warre,ye haue not becauſe pe aſhe not, v 
aſke and receaue nor, becauſe ye aſke a myſſe;euen to conſume it vpon yout luſtes.

the whole bntuetlallt wozide:that like as we by Jelus haue obteyned lyfe and 
laluacton, in caſe we perſeuet ſcill in the Golpelles docttine , ever ſo ſhoulde 
pou alſo tome wich vs in to the felowſhippe and company of this ſaluac ion, in 
caſe you geue credente to out witneſſe bearing, conternyng the thinge that you 
neither heatde noꝛ ſawe of hym, but learne it by out pꝛeachinge.

Out faithe hathe glued vs vnto Cyiſte and made vs the chtldzen ol God and 
membzes of Chʒiſte: Ind pour katth allo ſhall engtaffe you vnto the ſame bo⸗ 
dye, that being ioyned with vs in the feloweſhippe of fatthe,you myght make

ought to be ſpoken vnto the blynde wozlde, and that it can not yet be done with 
out great perell a danger of bodye and lyke, than is it doutles bytter vnto him. 
But pet net withſtandinge it is ſwete in the mouthe thoꝛo we the comfozte and 
toye of the truth, and thoꝛowe the ioyful pꝛomes of the goſpellof rightuoulaes 
and holynes, thoꝛow Chꝛiſt the ſauisut of the whole wozld in al tymes. Al this

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he lozde doth reuele and ſhewe vnto John, that he wyll vyſpte 
and rekozme his churche, ( beyng ſo ſoze fallen and decaied)wha 
tyme halbe thozowe apoſtolical men and godly patſons, which 
haue eaten vp and dylgeſted the booke of god, and with great 
ſwetnes and plelantnes, haue bene feruent and earneſt to fur⸗ 
Ather and to ſet furth the wyl of God. Ind thus he geueth hym 


a metwande in his haͤnde (as he dyd alſo vnto Ezechiell) te meaſure 4 to ſerche 
out the rightuoulnes of the churches,and the ſtate of euery one: And ſpecially 
ok them, whiche, by reaſon of their office and vocacton, ought to haue a ſpeciall 
teſpecte and tegarde to the ſeruyte of god: among the whiche, the byſſhops and 
the highe # molt ſpeciall doctozs and teachers of the churche(whiche ate vnder⸗ 
ſtande and ment by the quiere, koꝛ as muche as they ate maiſtets and rulers 
of the quiere ) were the mooſte wicked and vngodly ; And they ate compared 
and lykened vnto the heathen and were geuen and delynered vp vnto them to 
bepunyſthed. Foz the heathen, and vngodly and luperſticious people geuen to 
al ydolatrie, whether they be ſpiritual oz ſecular.they (hal treade down, deſtroy, 
and defple the churche of Chꝛiſt a long time, whiche is to be vnderſtande by the 
lit.monethes,þ is to ſape.iti.peares i an halte, whiche might well ſpgnifye . lil. 
undzeth peares 3 an halle, from the tyme that muche falſe doctrine many ſu⸗ 
perſticious ceremonies came firſt into p churche againſt the manifeft woꝛde of 
God, Whiche thinges [pzang vp thozow p pompe, pzyde,couetoulnes and pꝛe⸗ 
ſumpcion of the ſpititual pꝛelates c watchmen, as they named them ſelues, and 
lo ought to haue bene in dede by their office callyng. The two witnelles of re- 
pentaunce ⁊ amendement of lpłe, which ſhould take the goſpel in hande agatne, 
and ſhould reſtoꝛe @ bzyng fozthe the booke againe, are Enoche # Elyas . Foz 
in the wicked tyme ofthe Cainſtes befoze Moes floode, Enoche ſtudyed # went 
about, without doubte, bothe with woꝛd # dede, to rekoꝛme the wozld, x to reduce 
them vnta the true faith in God, x perfyght loue to their nepghboure againe. 
Wherunto he was moued by the holy gooſt, whiche did woke # ſpcake in him, 
yea d parauenture alſo did wzite thozowe him. fox there were once bokes of E- 
noche, whiche nowe are not to be gotten. And lyke wyſe did Elyas alſo in p time 
of ß lawe, but with a wonderfull zeale x feruentnes both in wozd x deed,thozow 
the mocton of the holy gooſt, whiche wozketh in the minifters of god, whan he 
ſeeth his tyme, accoꝛdynge as the perſon & place requireth . And therfoze they 
bothe tecepued one rewarde of ſaluacton , and remayned as it were immoztall 
and are p2ophected to come againe in ſpirite befoze the latter day of judgement, 
to reliſte and confounde the wycked Antichziſt, and to heale with the oyle of 


lenitte ſuche as are apte to recepue it, oz els with the kyꝛe of feruente 3cale 
e Cc. ul 
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Tye paraphꝛale vponithe _ * 


whan they were vpon the wicked carth.Lykeas alſo ſuche men might be founde 


in our tyme with their names, wzitynges, and doynges not in one place of the 


earth, moued with the ſame ſptrite c with the ſame woꝛde and lyke zeale ok god, 
euery one after the gyfte of grace geuen vnto him. Moued, J ſaye, by the holy 
gooſt, of a godly mynde and lyke purpoſe as the nations peo ple, perſons and 
other circumſtances required. Againſt theſe and luche lyke krendes and mini⸗ 
ſters of god, ſhall many greuous troubles be alwapes deuiled and attempted, 
by the wicked malignant churche, bothe againſt their good name, bodpe, lyfe, 
and alſo againſt their goodes . Ind they haue no nother refuge,ſuccour-com- 
koꝛte, helps noz weapon to defendethem with, but the onely, holy,cternall and 
inuyncible wozde of god in their mouthes and handes,whiche conkoundeth all 
their aduerſaries and deadly enemyes, whiche euen them lelues the longer they 
maintepne their euyll and naughtpe cauſe, the woꝛle they make it tyll at length 


- theyſhall vtterly conkounde and deſtrop theinſelues . But thele. li. miniſters 


of the ſpitite of god, wozkynge in lone andferuentnes, with all ſoftnes & bur- 


nynge 3eale lyke vnto Enoche and Elyas, they haue power thozowe the ſpirite 


of god ( whiche wozketh all thinges in his miniſters) to pꝛocure and obteyne of 
god grace and vengeaunce accozdynge to their faith and zeale to ß kurtheraũte 
ol goddes glozye, and to the pꝛokite and refozmacton of the faythfull chziſten 
churche, as necellitie and conueniencie ſhall require. Euen lyke as Elyas had 
ouer the water, whan as thozowe his pꝛaper heobteyned of god that it ſhoulde 
not rayne vpon earth foz the ſpace of thzce peates: And agayne alfofyze from 
heauen, againſt thoſe that mocked and contemned his offyce and teſtymonie. 


Cand when they baue fpniſſed their teſtimonpe, the beaſt that tame out of the bottom- 
leſſe pyt, all make warte again them, and ſþalouercome them, and kyli them. And their 
bodyes ſpall lye in the ſtretes of the great citee, whiche ſpiritually is called 3zodom and 
Egipte, where our Loꝛd was crucitied. And they of the people and apuredes, and tonges, 
and they ot the nacions, ſhall ſe their bodyes thze dapes and an halte, and ſhall not ſuffer 
their bod yes to be put iu graues. Aud they that dwel vpon the earthe, (ball reiopce over 
them, and be glad, e (bal ende gyttes one to another, toz theſe two pꝛophetes vered them

tat dwelt on the karth. 


It hath alwayes from tyme to tyme bene well ſene, howe this beaſt hathe 
behaued hymlelfe to warde the meſſagiers and miniſters ol god, whiche were 
lene vnto them. And ſpecially vnder Achab and Panaſles, and ſuche lyke 
kynges and pdolatrous and hethenyſſhe pꝛieſtes whiche ſerued falſe god⸗ 
des, whiche perſecuted the faythfull miniſters of God, curſed and contemned 
them, burnt and dzowned them, ſo farre as god permytted them. Whiche thing 
was koꝛ the beſt vnto the perſons that ſufferedſuche thinges and foz the lyn⸗ 
guler pꝛokpte of the faythfull churche and oy te tea Ind yet foz all their 
perſecucion,the doctrine and wozkynge of the kaythkull was euer vpright and 
lyuely, and their good and holy name with the commendacion ok their godly 
keruent ʒeale, was alſo wonderfully pꝛeſerued to the vtter ſhame and confulio 
of the abhompnable and terryble beaſt, and all his members and lymmes: Is 
the examples of the whole wozld doe teſtifye and beare wynes : And ſpecially 
euen in our tyme, and alſo the mooſt true and infallyble ſtozye of the pzouy- 


The great dence and of the holy woꝛde of god , This citie, where Chailt is dayly cruetfied, 


is (in figure and ſymilitude)the citie of Jeruſalem, whiche foz theadyng — —

to conkounde the wycked enempes of god bothe with wozde # deade, as Enoche

. everlaſtinge bliſſe,tn p kyngdoine of God and of his MPellias out ſauiout Je⸗ 
ſus Chzilt.accozding to the doctrine of the tnfallyble a mooſt true wozd of god. 
But the wicked and vngodly heathen, hall haue no part ofthis honour, glozye 
and bliſſe, but ſhall ſuffer and be damned euetlaſtingly in eternall wzath,enuy, 
| hatred, malyte and deſpayze . Foz ſuche is the righteous iudgement of God ouer 
all men bothe quicke, and deade, good and bad. Euery one ſhall be rewarded 
accoꝛdyng to his wozkes and deſertes after the iuſt iudgement of. almyghtye 
od, without all maner of parcialytie oz reſpecte of perſons, whether they be of 
high oz lowe eſtimacion in the worde, whether they be riche oz pooze, and of 
what lande 02 contrey fo euet they be.

lo in the new teſtament, in this pzophetycall boke, the latter pzophecies , reue- 
lacions,and viſions ate moze playne and eaſy to be vnderſtanded, thi the firſt: 

in ſo muche as thts viſton maye in menner be an interpzetacto of thoſe viſions 

Deauen. that went befoze , This heauen.wherin this great token dyd appeare, muſt ne⸗ 
des be the kyngdome of heauen, the chziſten churche;congregacion and felow-

© batel with Lucifer and Sathan, with the pzyde of maus wyſdome, whiche haue 


hindzed the truehonour of God, the true ſeruice a religiõ of Go d, the true faith, 
and haut euer withſtanden the holy and pute goſpell · But this wozde of God 
bath al wayes had the bictozie althoughe with muche labour and daunget and 
ſometyme not without harme and loſſe, (but not of the electe)whiche thing ſhall 
continue vntyll ſuche tyme as our ſauiour ſhall haue his wil and pleaſure of 
this battell, and with the bꝛeath of his mouthe ſhall aye the ſonne of the dza- 
gon, the damnable Anttchzilt.

full to lyue in godlynes, maye be wyſſhed to be moze perfiJht, (as is alſo pʒo⸗

Howe maye 
all men ſee the power of gods woꝛde, the ſudgement ok agatult the deuel, 
whiche would haue roted out p rightuoſnes of faith in Chaiſt,x+ would haue di⸗ 
rected and appointed chziſten men vnto the rightuolnes of wozkes, and to the 
hope of their owne ſattsfaccton,wherby he woulde alwayes haue kounde occa- 
ſion to accuſe all men befoze God, vnder afalle p2etetice.

Foz they ſyng a new ſong ol a newe benikite, grace 
and acte of God whiche hathe kultylled in Chꝛiſt in tyme conuentent and befoze 
oꝛdeyned and appointed, that thing whiche from the beginninge cf the wozlde, 
was pꝛomiled vato all holy pattiarkes and olde fathers, and loked foz of all 
people and nactons, and beleued vpon vnto laluacion of the electe, whiche are 
redemed with the deare p2yce of the meſt pzectous heart bloude of Chziſt , ſhed 
vpon the croſſe in the earth.Thele electe contellours and ſingers of laudes and 
p2ayſes bnto God, are they, whiche are not defyled with earthly, vnlemely plea-

Foz this cannot be vnderſtanded of any ſuche bodily chaſtitie oz 
virginitie as religions parſons, Monkes, Nonnes,Pzicſtes, Deacons a ſuche 
other haue pꝛetented # falſely inade their boaſt of, Vito the wozlb, whiche hath be 
founde to be ſo tate, and ſo groſlye bꝛoken and negligetly kept, and ſo wonder⸗ 
full ſeldome geuen of God vnto the vowers therok. And thoughe it were kept, 
pet was it not p2ofitable and neceſſarye vnto the right, chziſten and godly rely- 
gion and gods ſetuice of the Apoſtles, whiche is onely pꝛayſed and commended 
in þ goſpel and ol S. Baule. Would God there were leſſe of ſuche wylde gtoſſe 
and wanton chaſtitie and virginitie but lytle pzayſed of the moſt auncient holy 
kathers (Oh that it wer lykewyle leſle extolled and eſtemed of the fathers of our 
time) ſeyng it hath bene ſo great a blot vnto Chaiſtes true religion. Here might 
muche be laid, and muche moꝛe be lamented: our Loꝛd graunt that it may ſone 
be amended, and red zelled.

The true and faithfull pꝛeachers of the holy goſpell, are ofte called an- 
gels, as they maye well be. Of the whiche, the kyng Chꝛiſt, ſendeth manye in to 
the kingdome of heauen, accoꝛdinge as the ſtate of the wozlde at dynerle times 
tequireth. That the holy and fincere doctrine the golpell might ſone and frute⸗ 
fully flye thzoughe the chꝛiſten churche. Whiche thing the wicked dꝛagon doth 
ſoʒe hate, and is greuouſlye dyſpleaſed therwith, and therkoꝛe he perſecuteth it 
with muche fallehede, and with great power, thzoughe his miniſters and de⸗ 
puties. And yet notwithſtanding the goſpell of God temayneth euerlaſtinglye 

in his churche,euen from the beginninge of the wozlde vntyll the ende, wherof 
no man in the woꝛlde can excule him ſelfe. Foz the voyce and trueth therof is 
this, bothe open and cleare:that God onely is the loꝛde, and that we muſt ſerue 
him in trueth and innocencye of lyke, and ſhewe all loue and trueth to warde our 
neighbout as the very naturall reaſon teachethj and all tight and pure conſci⸗ 
ences(lyghtned with gods wozde)do conkeſſe. Ind the loude Vopce of the gol⸗ 
pell ſoundeth thus: Feare God, as godly childzen doe their mooſt louynge ka⸗ 
ther, honour him onely, fo2 all grace, and goodnes can come from none but from 
him onelp: and feare his iuſt and rightuous iudgement (that it be not reſiſted) 
againſt all wickednes, vngodlines & vngraciouſnes; And wozthip him onel 
with inuocacion, that hath made heauẽ and earth, and al that is therin. Again 
this golpell dothe the dꝛagon euermoze ſpeake;with his kirſt boꝛne and eldeſt 
ſonne Antichziſtes:whiche lyns Catms tyme, hath euer continued euen vntyll 
the aduerlaties, whiche at this tyme doe openly relift the manifeſt and open 
knowen trueth.becauſe they thincke and imagine that it wyll be an hinderaũce 
vnto their pompe, pꝛyde, vngodly and abhominable lyuinge. But this tructh

Howe it hath dealte with the Emperours, and what rule they haue 
kepre amonge them [clues Ne nother pꝛactiling all 
wicked ſciences of the deutl bothe with quicke and alſo with deade inẽ againſt 
many good and godly Kynges and Emperours-: aud againe how ofte Rome 
and the Papacye hath bene greuoully plaged of God with rebellyon, treaſon, 
murther, poyſonynge,nigromancpe and with ſuche other kindes of wickednes 
as are neuet herde ot in any other ſtozyes , we mape xeade in the ſtozyes 
ol the Popes and of the Emperours, from the time of Charles the great vntyll 
late-dayes. That by this meanes the ſum me of chꝛiſten vertue and godlynes 


is tutned into very deſceite fraude tallehede and hipocriie - . And themoſte 
patte of all the wicked Popes were religious men and mooſte falſe traytouts 


to the golpell of Chziſte . As koz repentaunte thete is none founde by this 
deuilylhe flocke. The fyfte angell with his kyfte plage fallen vpon the ſeate of 


pveltilence, is rebellyon and reſiſtance againſt the goſpell rayſed vp thoꝛow falle 


teachers whiche haue pzeached bothe without, and alſo againſt the holy lawe 
and lcripture of the loꝛde, and haue rayled againſt many godly and faith⸗ 
full men, leauynge and refuſynge holy ſcripture and ſettynge vp the ſtudye

of Ariſtotle in the ſteade therof, whiche in the papacye hath —. moze regar⸗

ded and eftemed than the holy worde of God. By the meanes wherof ſo
